


On April 1, at a special coun¬ 
cil meeting, the Town passed 
second and third readings for 
By-laws 04-02 and 04-03, fol¬ 
lowing a public hearing. 

The By-laws officially 
changed the Municipal Devel¬ 
opment Plan from R (Residen¬ 
tial) to RI (Recreation/Institu¬ 
tional/Public Facilities> and the 
Land Use Bylaw from UR (Ur¬ 
ban Reserve) to IS (Institu¬ 
tional) for 15 +/- acres in the 
NW corner of SE Quarter 18- 
31-1W5M. 

Chinook’s Edge School Di¬ 
vision (CESD) has selected this 
site for the new Didsbury High 
School. 

The high school will be lo¬ 
cated on a 15-acre parcel of land 
located directly east of the 
Mountain View County offices 
in the southeast area of town. 
Chinook’s Edge is able to uti¬ 
lize a five-acre section of land 
to be set aside as a school re¬ 
serve as well as an adjoining 
10 acres formally owned by 
Herman and Shirley Dorin.

Proposed by-law to change sewer/water rates

The Town of Didsbury 
passed the first reading on a 
new Water/Sewer bylaw at the 
Council meeting last Monday 
night. The new by-law will 
change sewer prices for all com¬ 
mercial. industrial and institu¬ 
tional use. 

“The way we calculate rates 
will change dramatically,” said 
Robert VVigg, Planning and 
Development officer. “Presently 


we calculate rates based on the 
number of toilets and floor 
drains you have. If this by-law is 
passed we will start basing it on 
how much effluent is going into 
the sewer.” 

'This will raise rates for some 
businesses, and lower them for 
others. 

“The more water you use, 
the more you will pay,” said 
Wigg. “The more usage we 
have, the more lagoons we will 
need and these lagoons are not 


cheap.” 

In 1994 the Town built a 
new lagoon which cost $2.1 
million. 

Water meters will be the 
tracking device for the new 
system. To find out how you 
will be effected by the change, 
if the by-law is passed, sim¬ 
ply multiply your monthly 
water consumption (found on 
your last bill) by $0.00431, 
then add $10.75 administra¬ 
tion fee. 


Residential sewer charges are 
proposed to increase from $19 a 
month to $20 a month. This ex¬ 
tra dollar each month will be put 
into a special reserve account for 
future upkeep and upgrades to 
the sewer system. 

“This system is very fair, and 
already used by the majority of 
municipalities,” said Wigg. “It 
also encourages water conserva¬ 
tion.” 

The Town is proposing the 
change in an effort to try and re¬ 


duce the impact on the sewer sys 
tern. 

“If people use less, then thi 
Town will collect less money,' 
said Wigg. “We see this as i 
good thing.” 

This new by-law will also in 
crease the cost of bulk watei 
from $10 per 1000 gallons, t( 
$20 per 1000 gallons. 

“We simply were not collect 
mg what we should have been,' 
said Wigg.

A Didsbury man who drove 
with a blood alcohol level of 
.180 and .190 milligrams per 
cent has pleaded guilty. 

Douglas Clark Brander was 
charged March 14, 2004 after 
police saw him swerve onto a 
neighbourhood lawn. 

The 60-year-old hockey 
coach was very co-operative 
with police and explained that 
he didn’t realize how drunk he 
actually was. 

“I’m very careful about it 
(driving after drinking), I’m 
sorry about it, I didn't think I 
was that bad,” he explained. 

The judge gave him a $1320 
fine and a one-year driving pro- 
hibition, however he was 
looked upon favourably for the 
driver’s interlock device after 
three months. 

Drunk almost hits cop 
car in Sundre 

A Sundre man who almost 
hit a police car while drunk 
pleaded guilty to operating a 
vehicle with a blood alcohol 
level exceeding .08 milligrams 
per cent. 

On February 20, 2004, Tyler 
James Mahan’s truck failed to 
stop at a stop sign and almost 
struck an RCMP vehicle. 

The young man said he drove 
to the bar, but had no inten¬ 
tion of driving home. His blood 
alcohol level was .160 milli¬ 
grams and the judge chastised 
him for his poor judgement. 

He was given an $880 fine 
and a one-year driving prohi¬ 
bition, however he was looked 
upon favourably for the driv¬ 
er’s interlock device after three 
months.

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Bell brother 
released on bail

One of two twin broth¬ 
ers facing attempted mur¬ 
der charges after a 92- 
year-old Carstairs woman 
was attacked in her home 
on March 3 has been re¬ 
leased on bail. 

Kenneth Bell, 48, of 
Rolling Hills, Alberta, 
made a court appearance 
in Calgary on March 30. 
He was released on 
$25,000 bail and ordered 
to be back in court on 
April 16 for plea. 

As a condition of his 
release, Bell is to have no 
contact with any of the 
witnesses in the case or to 
be in Carstairs, said 
Didsbury RCMP Cpl. 
Conal Archer. 

Bell’s brother Stuart, 
also facing a charge of 
attempted murder, re¬ 
mains in custody. He is also 
scheduled to be back in 
court on April 16, when a 
show cause or bail hearing 


may be held. 

Police say two men 
grabbed 92-year-old Alyse 
Francis by the legs, held 
her upside down and 
dropped her on her head 
during an incident in her 
home on March 3. 

Francis suffered neck 
and back injuries in the 
attack, she said. She is 
recovering at home after 
being admitted to 
Didsbury hospital follow¬ 
ing the incident. 

Neither assailant made 
any demands on her or 
stole anything from the 
home prior to the attack, 
she said. Neither the po¬ 
lice nor the Crown are say¬ 
ing what they believe pos¬ 
sible motive for the al¬ 
leged attack may have 
been. Francis taught both 
Bell brothers when they 
were high school students 
in Carstairs in the 1970s. 

Attempted murder 
charges carry a maximum 
penalty of life imprison¬ 
ment.

The Town granted first 
reading to By-laws 04-02 
and 04-03 in March. They 
then sent out 54 referrals 
to neighbours of the loca¬ 
tion, letting them know of 
the plans, and about the op¬ 
portunity to voice their 
opinions at the Public 
Hearing. 

Everyone who attended 
the Hearing were very 
positive about the plans. 
People were excited that a 
school would be located on 
the other side of the tracks 
from the rest. It is hoped 


that this will bring more fami¬ 
lies into that area of town. 

“This will enhance that part 
of the community,” said Roy 
Brassard, Chair of CESD 
Board. “It will also remove 
some of the congestion that 
busing causes in that area.” 

The plans for the high school 
include plans of separating busing 
from the student drop-off and staff 
parking. 

“It is wonderful to have a site 
we can really work with,” said 
Terresa Dersch, corporate secre¬ 
tary, CESD. “We can really focus 
on the needs of the students.”

MVC appeal board hears from 
emotional ratepayer

Dwayne Berreth, a Moun¬ 
tain View County (MVC) resi¬ 
dent who lives adjacent to the 
proposed development for a new 
administration building, gave 
an emotional speech to the 
MVC appeal board when he pre¬ 
sented his reasoning for appeal¬ 
ing the proposed development. 

Last Friday, April 2, Berreth 
went before MVC’s appeal 
board, and asked that the build¬ 
ing not be built at this location, 
as he fears that the value of his 
property will drop dramatically 
and his long term water sup¬ 
ply will be negatively affected. 

“In my heart I feel that this 
proposed development is un¬ 
fair,” he said. “It’s happening 
at a time when agriculture has 
enough worries.” 

Holding back tears, Berreth 
added, “Thank you for adding 
more worries... Is this the 
thanks I get for being a tax 
payer of Mountain View 
County? 

My property value will be re¬ 
duced. Is this the thanks I get for 
paying my taxes on time for 31 
years?” 

Berreth says that his main 
concerns are the future water 
supply, which he says will be 
dramatically affected if this de¬ 
velopment goes through. He says 
that he is also concerned about 
his dugout, which his cattle 
drink from, being contaminated. 

Berreth says that since the 
dugout is in the bottom of the 
valley, which the administra¬ 
tion is proposed to be built on 
the edge of, that when the snow 
melts from the parking lot that 
the oils and other fuels will run 
down the embankment into his 
dugout. “It doesn’t take that 
much oil to contaminate water,” 
he told the board. 

The County responds 

Harold Johnsrude, the 
County’s Commissioner, spoke 
to the applicant on behalf of 
MVC and defended many of the 
points which Berreth brought 
up his speech, and other con¬ 
cerns which have been circulat¬ 
ing around the community. 

Johnsrude addressed the ap¬ 
plicant’s concerns about the 
quality of water that will be com¬ 
ing from the development and 
the impact on his licensed stock 
water dugout in the coulee 
south of the proposed adminis¬ 
tration location. 

“Water quality, in this in¬ 
stance, is related to two factors: 
A) The subsurface water from 
the well; and B) The ground 
water from the coulee... Any 
impact of water well flow is taken 
into strict consideration by Al¬ 
berta Environment... If a well is 
not suitable then a cistern will 
be installed and a water tanker 
will haul water in.” 

Johnsrude also addressed 
Berreth’s concern about water 
flowing down the coulees em¬ 
bankment and contaminating

his dugout. 

“The flow of surface water 
runoff into adjacent lands will 
not be increased due to the 
building design as surface wa¬ 
ter will be directed to the de¬ 
signed bio-swales,” he said. 

Berreth, during his address 
to the appeal board, addressed 
the increased traffic which may 
occur on the road which goes 
past his house, due to the con¬ 
struction of the administration 
building. 

Johnsrude says, after a very 
detailed study, that it is esti¬ 
mated that the traffic along 
Berreth’s road will only in¬ 
crease approximately 4.5 per 
cent.

“Mountain View County 
2003 traffic count was 125 per 
day in a normal 10 hour day 
thus providing, at maximum, 
only an increase of 4.5 per cent 
to the latest known traffic 
rates.” 

Johnsrude touched on a 
number of other issues, which 
Berreth addressed, such as the 
increased noise during the 
projects construction and the 
safety of the access road en¬ 
trance located at the bottom of 
the hill on the Bergen road. 

Johnsrude then provided sup¬ 
plementary information which, 
over the past few weeks, have 
been brought to the County’s 
attention through the Moun¬ 
tain View County Taxpayers 
Association. 

“The County and Alberta En¬ 
vironment worked together to 
adequately address this issue. 

Our files date back to the 
70’s, and we dug nine holes,” 
he said. 

Johnsrude says that the nine 
holes which were dug resulted 
in nothing being found which 
the County is even questioning 
because Johnsrude says that 
the County even had specula¬ 
tion that there was some sort 


of materials buried on the site. 

“We raised our eyebrows too 
when nothing was found,” he 
said. “But, even if there are 
items buried there, there isn’t 
anything that makes the location 
unsafe,” he said. 

Johnsrude says that it has 
been confirmed that the County 
land, proposed for the adminis¬ 
tration buildings construction, 
does have an unmarked burial 
site on the property. “We have a 
pretty good understanding of 
where the burial site is,” ex¬ 
plained MVC’s Assistant Com¬ 
missioner Tony Martins, adding 
that the location is not any¬ 
where near where the adminis¬ 
tration building is to be built. 

“If the access road is in close 
proximity to this alleged site, 
the County will exercise cau¬ 
tion when excavating,” 
Johnsrude added. 

Residents didn’t speak 
up at the right time 

Johnsrude says that residents 
should understand that the loca¬ 
tion of the proposed development 
was re-designated as commercial/ 
industrial property last year, and 
residents had an opportunity to 
speak up. “To my knowledge there 
are residents here today, who did 
not speak against that re-desig¬ 
nation. 

We have been very pubic about 
the future plans along Highway 
2A,” Johnsrude said, as a public 
gallery of nearly 50 people lis¬ 
tened. “On behalf of MVC I rec¬ 
ommend that we proceed with the 
construction of this building.” 

Adam McCan, who is working 
with the County and is a special¬ 
ist in water, told the board that 
the County wouldn’t be able to 
go ahead with a construction if 
Alberta Environment had any 
concerns over the proposed 
project. 

“Alberta Environment has 
very stringent guidelines that 
they require developers to follow,” 
he said. “The adequate supply is 
there and the County will not and 
cannot affect adjacent land own¬ 
ers.” 

McCan explained that the 
County will be drilling quite a bit 
deeper than surrounding wells, 
which means that they will be 
using, practically, a completely 
different water source. 

Other County residents who 
were opposed to the development 
of the meeting tried to address the 
board with their concerns, but 
were denied by the boards chair¬ 
man, Dave Smith. “It’s our 
money and we don’t need a new 
building out there,” said Jack 
Morgan, a MVC ratepayer. 

Morgan was stopped after his 
comment and Smith said, “The 
time for those comments was at 
another venue, we are here today 
just dealing with the land.” 

The board has yet to announce 
their verdict, but it is expected in 
the coming weeks. 

“We are just collecting infor¬ 
mation (today), so the board can 
make a decision,” Smith said. 



Season dominated

tier 2 Division where they 
posted a remarkable undefeated 
record of 13-0-2. To add to this 
the team which was backed by 
strong goaltending all year and 
great team defensive play, 
posted a league leading team 
G.A.A. of 3.00 only allowing 47 
goals against all year. 

With this success the Dids¬ 
bury Renegades decided to en¬ 
ter the provincial zone cham¬ 
pionship series. After defeating 
Sundre in the first round the 
Renegades ended up losing a 
heartbreaker to the zone cham¬ 
pions from Duchess by 1 goal. 
Duchess went on and lost the 
semi final game of the provin¬ 
cial championship tournament 
to Consort who ended up win¬ 
ning the gold medal. 

After putting the provincials 
behind them and posting a 
regular season undefeated 
record the momentum was defi¬ 
nitely on their side heading into 
the play-offs. 

Facing a team from Black Dia¬ 
mond/Turner Valley area called 
High Country in the first round 
proved to be a minor stepping 
stone as the Renegades won the 
series 2 games straight and out 
scored the opposition 24-4. 

This set up the division cham¬ 
pionship between the Renegades 
and the High River.

Another change the pro¬ 
posed by-law would make is 
that all new construction 
will start paying for their 
water meters, which are 
presently free of charge. 

Second and third read¬ 
ings could pass at the April 
19th council meeting, and 
these changes would take 
affect May 1st. In May new 
permits applied for will pay 
a third of the cost of a wa¬ 
ter meter, in June they will 
pay two thirds, and in July 
they will pay full price. 
Larger projects have the 
option of buying their own 
meter, as long as it meets all 
the Town’s standards.

“Mr. Speaker: I’d like to 
pay tribute today to seven 
Toronto police officers who 
are members of the child ex¬ 
ploitation branch of the To¬ 
ronto police sex crimes unit. 

They are - Det. Sgt. Paul 
Gillespie, Det. Ian Lamond, 
Det. Constables Bill 
McGarry, Kris McCarthy, 
John Menard, Paul 
Krawczyck and Steffan 
Mueller. It was through 
their sheer hard work that 
a little girl in North Caro¬ 
lina owes them her life. 

As was reported this past 
weekend, it was through this 
unit’s perseverance that 
they managed to gather 
enough information from 


gruesome child pornography 
images to find and save this 
little girl. 

She had been beaten, uri¬ 
nated and defecated on, 
sodomized, forced into oral 
sex, had slogans written on 
her, and she was kept in a 
dog cage. 

She is one of fewer than 
300 children who have been 
identified worldwide from an 
estimated pool of 50,000 to 
100,000 victims. 

It takes a very special 
kind of police officer to be 
able to endure what would 
traumatize the average per¬ 
son, in order to protect our 
children. On a day when we 
heard the tragic news of 
Cecilia Zhang, we can find a 
little solace in the fact that 
one little girl was saved.

The slogan Road 
Safety is no accident was chosen 
in recognition of the grave con¬ 
sequences of road accidents and 
their enormous cost to society. 
As Canada’s Minister of Trans¬ 
port, I encourage you to take a 
few moments on April 7 to talk 
about road safety with your fam¬ 
ily and friends. And I urge you 
to practise road safety year- 
round. 

Canada’s Road Safety 
record - Canada already has one 
of the best road safety records in 
the world. Although the number 
of road users in Canada has in¬ 
creased by more than one-third 
in the past 25 years, traffic 
deaths have decreased by 50 per¬ 
cent during the same time 
frame. But more needs to be 
done. Working with its partners, 
Transport Canada has adopted 
an ambitious plan to make 
Canada’s roads the safest in the 
world by 2010 and reduce fatali¬ 
ties and injuries by 30 percent. 

To meet this ambitious tar¬ 
get, we need to work together. 
We need drivers to make the con¬ 
scious choice not to drink and 
drive, to maintain their vehicles 
and to adjust their speed for road 
and weather conditions. We need 
industries to continue to design 
safer vehicles, and we need gov¬ 


ernments to continue to invest 
in safer roadways and to im¬ 
prove emergency response. 

What you can do - Road 
safety is no accident. While gov¬ 
ernments, police forces, safety 
organizations and others are all 
working together to improve 
road safety, there are some sim¬ 
ple things you can do to prevent 
deaths and injuries on our roads, 
namely: 

Wear your seatbelt. Al¬ 
most 40 percent of all vehicle 
occupants killed were not wear¬ 
ing a seatbelt. So whether you’re 
a driver or passenger, buckle up. 

Don’t drink and drive. Al¬ 
cohol is a significant contribut¬ 
ing factor in road fatalities. Two 
out of every five drivers killed 
have been drinking. 

Slow down. Excessive speed 
is a contributing factor in 20 
percent of occupant fatalities. 

Pay attention - don’t 
drive while distracted. Cell 
phones and other devices such 
as on-screen maps and DVDs 
are emerging as factors in road 
accidents. If you must use these 
devices in your car, pull over 
first. 

Obey pedestrian crossing 
signals, in 2002, 370 pedestri¬ 
ans were killed in Canada. 

Wear your helmet while 
cycling or driving a motor¬ 
cycle. Over 170 motorcyclists 
and 64 bicyclists lost their lives 
in 2002.

At the April 2nd, 2004 Ap¬ 
peal Hearing that Mr. Berreth 
launched against Mountain 
View County’s development per¬ 
mit for the proposed Adminis¬ 
tration Building, a statement 
was made that left everyone in 
the gallery stunned with disbe¬ 
lief. Supposedly, the EURB has 
granted MVC Administration 
permission to classify the pro¬ 
posed 22,500 sq. foot Public Ad¬ 
ministration Building as Coun¬ 
try Residential. 

The MVC Administration ap¬ 
plied to the AEUB to have the 
proposed Public MVC Admin¬ 
istration Building classified as 
Country Residential. Informa¬ 
tion brought forward by the 
County’s Planning Department, 
suggested this application was 
granted by the AEUB. Was this 
reclassification application 
granted in order to allow the 
MVC Administration to sidestep 
the more stringent AEUB regu¬ 
lations that apply to Land use 
By-Laws in regards to proximity 
to sour gas facilities? 

As defined in the Webster’s 
Encyclopedia Dictionary: 

Definition of Public - Con¬ 
nected with or acting on behalf 
of the people, community, or gov¬ 
ernment, rather than connected 
with private matters or inter¬ 
ests. 

Country Residence - The 
place in which one lives, dwells, 
a dwelling, an abode. 

Were we misinformed? Did 
we misunderstand the informa¬ 
tion that was put forward? Did 
the EURB grant an application 
to have a 22,500 sq. ft. public 
building classified as Country 
Residential? 

How can the AEUB Board jus¬ 
tify changing this classification? 
These regulations are put in 
place to protect the safety of the 
general public and they must be 
upheld. 

We need answers to these 
questions. Where are the people 
the AEUB are accountable to 
and are they aware of this issue? 
We would like answers from the 
people who represent us at Pro¬ 
vincial Level.

Six CESD students quality for 
national Science Fair

Six Chinook’s Edge stu¬ 
dents have qualified to at¬ 
tend the national science 
fair in Newfoundland, as a 
result of their achievements 
at the Central Alberta Sci¬ 
ence Fair (CASF) which took 
place on March 27th and 
28th. 

“This is an opportunity of 
a lifetime,” said Luke 
Moore, CASF winner for 
“best of fair”. “I’m excited 
for the chance to meet new 
people and see interesting 
things, such as go on a 
whale watching tour.” 

Moore and fellow 
Innisfail Jr/Sr High School 
student Denton Edgar won 
the CASF with their entry, 
“Re-oxidation of bodies of 
water.” The boys looked at 
water from Pine Lake, AB, 
to examine the effect of vari¬ 
ous factors such as tempera¬ 
ture and movement in the 
water. They were hoping to 
learn if these factors influ¬ 
ence the amount of oxygen 
that water can hold. 

Through this research, 
the boys learned that cold 
water that is moving holds 
the most oxygen. Edgar and 
Moore said the real-life ap¬ 
plication of their project ties 
into agriculture. They said 
that phosphorus produced 
by cattle, at times, ends up 
in the water supply, which 
then causes the growth of 


algae, and a lack of oxygen in 
the water. The boys also said 
that by re-oxidizing, or by 
adding oxygen, bodies of wa¬ 
ter see less of a negative im¬ 
pact from surrounding agri¬ 
culture. 

“The subject of this 
project was very timely,” 
said Peggy Freeman, the two 
boys teacher. “Luke and 
Denton set a goal to make 
it to the national science 
fair, and they worked hard 
to achieve it. They took a lot 
of pride in their work and 
I’m very proud of them.” 

Amber Cossey, another 
student of Freeman, and Ian 
Warrington, a student form 
Olds Jr/Sr High who won 
last year’s “best of fair 
award”, tied for second 
place, so they will also be 
attending the Fair in St. 
John’s. 

Cossey’s project, “the ef¬ 
fects of light on seed germi¬ 
nation and plant growth in 
various soils” took various 
types of seeds, in various 
types of soil, and germinated 
some in the light and some 
in the dark. Through her 
research, Cossey discovered 
that light or dark does not 
impact seed germination. 
However, different soil types 
did impact germination. Ac¬ 
cording to Cossey, potting 
soil is the best type to use. 

Warrington’s “wireless 
electricity” project was built 
around his last year’s 


“Telsea Coil” winning 
project. He also based his re¬ 
search on the fact that elec¬ 
tricity can be generated in 
one spot and received in an¬ 
other, under the right condi¬ 
tions. For his project, 
Warrington used his Telsea 
coil to generate electricity, 
and then measured how far 
he could make the electric¬ 
ity jump. The longest jump 
he recorded was 1.3 meters. 

Third place finishers, 
Mike Shipley and Jason 
Wallace, both from Olds Jr/ 
Sr High School, project was 
“Biodiesel fuel for the fu¬ 
ture”. They two hypoth¬ 
esized that they could con¬ 
vert used cooking/vegetable 
oil into fuel usable in a die¬ 
sel engine. The boys col¬ 
lected the fuel from the 
school’s home economics 
lab, then worked to convert 
it. When they used it on a 
diesel engine, it was effec¬ 
tive. In addition, the boys 
surveyed local fast food res¬ 
taurants to find out the 
amount of oil used, and fig¬ 
ured out how much is used 
provincially. Also, Shipley 
and Wallace tested the emis¬ 
sions while the diesel engine 
was using their biodiesel fuel, 
and learned that cooking oil was 
more environmentally friendly 
than regular fuel, because there 
were fewer emissions. 

All six students will be at¬ 
tending the national Fair in St. 
John’s from May 15-23, 2004.

The love of an animal is good for your health

Last Monday night, ap¬ 
proximately a dozen 
Didsburians and their pets 
came together at the Dids¬ 
bury Hospital to take part 
in the Pet Therapy program. 

Long term residents enjoy 
the entertainment and un¬ 
conditional love of the ani¬ 
mals that the volunteers 
bring in approximately once 
a month. 

Before the volunteers and 
their pets come, they must go 
through a screening process, 
which was what happened 
last Monday night. 

Nine dogs and one cat were 
screened for the right de¬ 
meanour and personality. 


Pet therapy is nothing new 
at the hospital- animals have 
been visiting for at least 10 
years. 

These visits provide resi¬ 
dents with the opportunity to 
stroke, pet, and talk to the 
animals, which, studies show, 
can reduce blood pressure 
and slow heart rates. Other 
studies show that people 
with pets live longer. 

Pets can provide an impe¬ 
tus for elderly people living 
alone to remain active 
enough to care for them. 
Stress levels are far lower in 
people who interact with ani¬ 
mals, even lower than those 
who interact with other peo¬ 
ple, even good friends. 

“We have mostly dogs com¬ 


ing, but cats are also wel¬ 
come,” said Patty Heath, Rec¬ 
reation therapist. “The pets 
have to be a year old other¬ 
wise the dogs have too much 
puppy in them.” 

When the hospital first 
started bringing animals in 
to visit with the residents 
they had visits from lamas, 
ponies, bunnies, cougars, 
tigers and more. Now the pro¬ 
gram is restricted to domes¬ 
tic animals. 

“The faces of the resi¬ 
dents just light up when the 
pets come to visit,” said 
Heath. “That is what the 
program is all about.” 

Lap covers and blankets 
are provided to the residents 
for protection. 


“One lady’s whole de¬ 
meanour changed when she 
was visited by an animal,” 
said Heath. “She was very 
receptive, she really opened 
up.” 

The animals and their 
owners visit the residents 
two to three times a month. 
Each visit is about half an 
hour. 

The group focuses on one 
unit at a time. 

“The residents are 
sponges for pet loving,” said 
Heath. “It is nice to have 
something love you uncon¬ 
ditionally.” 

These visits take place in 
both the afternoon and 
evening depending on when 
people are available. 


“We don’t want the resi¬ 
dents to be closed off to pets,” 
said Heath. “They just add 
that special touch around 
here.” 

These pets help residents 
cope with feelings of loneli¬ 
ness and isolation. 

They also stimulate physi¬ 
cal activity, sensory stimula¬ 
tion and socialization. 

“Animals give so much to 
people,” said Heath. “People 
want to share their animals 
love with others. It is a 
great way to give back to 
the community.” 

The next step is the ani¬ 
mals and owners chosen 
from Monday will attend an 
orientation, and then the 
visits will start.

In the last few months some of our favorite people have 
"downsized" their possessions and moved into senior residences. 
This is a diplomatic way of saying that they have given away or 
thrown out most of the things they spent a lifetime accumulat¬ 
ing and moved into an assisted living facility. Even the term 
"assisted living" smacks of the diplomatic but I'm not prepared 
to become more specific than that. We are not yet considering 
such a move and are still doing everything that we ever did, if a 
bit more slowly, but when ones, not that much older friends, are 
checking out local lodges, it does make one consider the possi¬ 
bilities. 

How does a responsible person decide that the time has come, 
to become a lot less responsible? Do you wake up one morning 
and realize that you just can't face another day of paying bills, 
that you can no longer cope with payments and insurance and 
credit cards, charities and licenses and investments, that the 
thought of cleaning the debris from the lawn is just too much 
and that putting in the garden is not going to gladden your soul? 

I don't suppose it works that way. I think it's more likely that 
a series of small concessions wear away at your resolve. You get 
bored with cooking and have tea and toast again, you are-less 
than enthused about shopping for groceries so go without milk 
and fruit, cleaning is tiresome so you do dishes once a day and 
sweep dust under the rug. I hope that’s the way it works. I hope 
it doesn't start by forgetting how to put your frig back together. 

The refrigerator in our kitchen is a self defrosting All-Frig. 
This means that it does not have any freezer compartment what¬ 
soever. We have a small chest freezer in the utility room and a 
big chest freezer downstairs so I don’t need a cramped little 
freezer taking space from my frig. I love my All-Frig. Lots of the 
things that I use most often are at eye level and I am never 
cramped for room no matter how big the guest list or how many 
salads and jugs of milk it is required to hold. The frig is made in 
Canada by the W.C. Wood Co. of Guelph Ontario. Unlike my last 
frig, which was made by a big American Company, the heavily 
coated racks glide in and out effortlessly and once in position are 
totally secure. Nothing rusts, nothing stains, there are no sharp 
edges and no nasty crevices to catch gunk but nothing is perfect, 
there is a problem. 

The problem is that the frig is so darn efficient that it never 
needs to be defrosted or even adjusted and it's all too easy to put 
off cleaning it. This week my sister Marj was visiting and Marj 
loves a project. "Tomorrow," I told her, "we are going to clean the 
frig." 

If you only clean your frig once in a blue moon you had better 
be prepared to do a good job. We removed all the racks, emptied 
and washed the three bins, threw away some highly doubtful 
sauerkraut and some expired bacon bits, thinned out the salad 
dressing supply, washed and rinsed, dried and polished. What a 
lovely clean frig, what a satisfying feeling of accomplishment. I 
slid all the clean racks into place, slipped the lower bins into 
position and reached for the crisper drawer. The crisper drawer 
is lidded and hangs from a rack. There was no way to attach it to 
the rack or indeed to anything in the frig. There must be a piece 
missing. I could see in my minds eye a metal piece that snapped 
onto the crisper but there was nothing like that in the kitchen. 
It was lunch time now and while the entire counter was covered 
in food it was not technically lunch. With the crisper drawer 
dangling from my hand I stared into the recesses of the frig and 
wondered if the time had come to get an application to the Lodge. 

My husband Figured it out. He didn't find it that difficult. The 
metal thing I was thinking of actually fits in my old frig down¬ 
stairs. Maybe as long as one of us remains reasonably sharp we 
can put off filling out the application.

The trip back to 
Nigeria was not 
uneventful 


Dear Family and 
Friends, 

My trip back to Nigeria 
was not uneventful; there 
were several times I 
sensed God’s interven¬ 
tion. Like the check-in 
counter in Calgary where 
they hadn’t heard about 
the extra piece of luggage, 
but they were willing to let 
me take it for a small 
amount. Or the people 
God had me sit next to on 
the planes. Or the customs 
people in Abuja who asked 
if I was a missionary and 
waved me through. These 
were not just coincidences; 
God answers prayer and 
He intervenes. 

I had stopovers of three 
or four hours in Toronto 
and Frankfurt. We were 
supposed to be in Lagos for 
about forty-five minutes 
for re-fuelling, but it 
turned into about two 
hours when the fuel was 
pumped into the wrong 
tanks. The last flight, from 
Lagos to Abuja, was almost 
empty. There were about 
twenty of us in coach 
where there was room for 
about 150-no problem 
with leg room! The total 
trip took about twenty- 
nine hours. 

I think I got through 
immigration in Abuja the 
quickest ever. The driver 
met me and took me to the 
guesthouse by about 10 
p.m. The fellow at the 
guesthouse couldn’t find 
the forms for checking in 
and wanted me to fill it out 
the next morning. 

I asked if it would be 
available before six a.m. 
when we would leave. 
They had to fill out the 
form themselves! By 
shortly after nine we were 
back in Jos. It’s good to be 
back!! 

I certainly have had a 
‘warm’ welcome back to 
Nigeria. It’s been about 
100 degrees Fahrenheit 
(that’s about 38 degrees 
Celsius) almost every day 


since I returned. After the 
coolness of Canada, this 
takes a bit of adjusting. 
I’ve been drinking a lot of 
liquids. It’s also been very 
dry here. My lips and 
hands have needed help 
in dealing with the 
changes. 

Jet lag has been more 
difficult this time around- 
maybe I’m just getting 
older!! I keep waking up at 
about 3 a.m. and have 
trouble getting back to 
sleep. After almost two 
weeks, now, I’m sleeping 
through better. 

Recently I got an over¬ 
view of an organization 
that ministers to street 
kids here in Jos as well as 
helps Nigerian missionar¬ 
ies’ kids, and other minis¬ 
tries. I probably will help 
out with oversight of the 
film ministry outreach 
part. In about a week and 
a half we will start the 
process of renewing our 
immigration quota. Please 
pray about both of these 
things, that God will grant 
wisdom and insight. 

Janet left on Thursday 
to go to an educational con¬ 
ference in Vienna with 
several other Hillcrest 
staff members. She should 
be back in about ten more 
days, but who’s counting? 
We really need to get our 
travel itineraries coordi¬ 
nated!! 

Praise the Lord with 
us; we got our phone re¬ 
paired after about two 
months without one. It’s 
good to have that means of 
communication back. 

I look back on my time 
in Canada as being very 
positive. My mother is set¬ 
tled into the Lodge and 
well cared for. 

It was great to renew 
friendships and have fel¬ 
lowship with many. 
Thanks to those who made 
my time so special. 
Thanks for your prayers.

QUESTION: What would you say to my husband and 
me? We are disciplining our kids far too much. Is there an¬ 
other way to encourage them to cooperate? 

DR. DOBSON: The best way to get children to do what 
you want is to spend time with them before disciplinary prob¬ 
lems occur — having fun together and enjoying mutual 
laughter and joy. When those moments of love and closeness 
happen, kids are not as tempted to challenge and test the 
limits. Many confrontations can be avoided by building 
friendships with your kids and thereby making them want 
to cooperate at home. It sure beats anger as a motivator of 
little ones! 

QUESTION: It has always been my understanding that 
marriage was supposed to be based on unconditional love. 
That is, the commitment to each other should be independ¬ 
ent of behaviour, no matter how offensive or unfaithful. But 
your concept of accountability seems to be, “I will love you 
as long as you do what I want.” 

DR. DOBSON: You’ve misunderstood my point. The limi¬ 
tations of language make it very difficult to express this con¬ 
cept adequately, but let me try. I certainly believe in the va¬ 
lidity of unconditional love, and in fact, the mutual account¬ 
ability I have recommended is an expression of that love! 

For example, if a husband or wife is behaving in ways 
that will harm himself, his children, his marriage or the 
family of the “other woman,” then confrontation with him 
becomes an act of love. The easiest response by the innocent 
partner would be to look the other way and pretend she 
doesn’t notice. But from my perspective, that is tantamount 
to a parent’s refusing to confront a 14-year-old who comes 
home drunk at 4:00 a.m. That mother or father has an obli¬ 
gation to create a crisis in response to destructive behav¬ 
iour. Love demands that they do that!I’m trying to say that 
unconditional love is not synonymous with permissiveness, 
passivity, weakness and appeasement. Sometimes it requires 
toughness, discipline and accountability. 

QUESTION: I’m 22-years-old and am still living at home. 
It’s driving me nuts. My folks are in my face every day. They 
want me to get a full-time job because I only work part time 
at a gas station. Why can’t they get off my case and leave me 
alone? 

DR. DOBSON: With all respect, I think it’s time for you 
to pack. Many young adults like you continue to hang around 
the house because they don’t know what to do next. That is 
a recipe for trouble. Your mother and father can’t help 
“parenting” you if you remain under their noses. To them, 
it seems like only yesterday since you were born. They find 
it difficult to think of you as an adult. 

The way you live probably irritates them, too. They hate 
your messy room, which would require a tetanus shot just 
to walk through. They don’t like your music. They go to bed 
early and arise with the sun; you keep the same hours as 
hamsters. You drive the family car like you’ve been to Kami¬ 
kaze Driving School. They want you to get a job — go to 
school — do something. Every day brings a new argument 
— a new battle. When things deteriorate to that point, it’s 
time to get out. 

QUESTION: What would you and your wife do if your 
resources permitted her to stay at home after the kids were 
in school? 

DR. DOBSON: I don’t have to speculate about the an¬ 
swer to that question. Shirley and I did have that option 
(although we sold and “ate” a Volkswagen initially to make 
it possible), and she stayed at home as a full-time mom. Nei¬ 
ther she nor I have ever regretted that decision. Now that our 
kids are grown, we would not trade the time we invested in 
them for anything on Earth. Looking back today, we feel it was 
especially important for Shirley to be at home during our kids’ 
teen years.
